Had the Imperial Generals and Commiffio- 
ners, appointed to fettie the Kingdom of un- 
gary, after it was reduc’d to the Obedience of 
the Emperor, proceeded with Prudent and Mo- 
derate Meafures; had they confider’d their 
Mafter’s Intereft, and the Nature, Temper, 
and Numbers of the Hungarian Nation; had 
they Threatned them with Modcration and Hu- 
manity, Prince Ragoclfi had been to this hour 
a faithful Subje&t, and the Hungarians, whoare 
now in Arms for the Recovery of their Liberty, 
had been a ufeful Body to Defend their own 
Country againft the Turks; and to have affifted 
their Brethren Protefants of Europe, againft 
the French and Bavarian Eacroachment. The 
Emperor and Empire might have ow’d their 
Safety and Eftablifhment to the Valour and 
Fidelity of his Proteftant Hungarizn_ Sub- 
jets, as he has been oblig’d to do, to the 
Power of his remote Proteftant Confedcrates, 
the Enghifo and Dutch. They might, like the 
Vaudois in Savoy, have Merited their Liberty in 
meer Gratitude for their Services, and the Ea 
peror muft have fhewn himfelf an sa le 
Father of his Country, if he had not pe 
them with all that Tendernels and Courtely, 


that Faithful and Zealous Subjeéts could have 
deferv’d, or in reafon defired. : 

But as Count Caraffa,. the Imperial General, 
was imploy’d to reduce the Cities of Upper Huns 

ary, in which the Chief Body of . the Prote- 
ants of that Kingdom were found, it fhall fuf- 

fice, without entring into the dreadful Parti- 
culars, to fay, Thatafter the Redu€tion of that 
Country, no Pen can defcribe the Extortions, 
Oppreffions, the Murthers, the. Rapine and In- 
jurious Treatment, which. the poor. Proteftants 
receiy'd from the Barbarous, Infulting Soldiers, 
and more Bloody, Mercilefs Clergy in Hungary. 

The whole weight of the War, the Blame, 
the Scandal, and the Punifhment lay upon them; 
the Soldiers liv’d upon them at Difcretion, and 
the Church-Tyranny proceeded to feize on their 
Religious Perquilites, with a Rapine peculia: 
to themfelves; and I have heard ‘of fome En. 
glifo Gentlemen, who ferv’d.-in the Germar, 
Troops, and who were Quarter’d upon thefe 
poor unhappy People, fay, it has mov'd them 
to Remorfe, and theyhad not. Hearts to Exee 
cute the Cruelties their Orders have contain’d. 

It isan irkfome Task to uodertake a Defcri- 
ption of the Miferies of the pdor.Proteéftants, 
under the Infults and Cruelties of the Soldiers ; 
it would,turn this Accouat into a Martyrology, 
and invert the Defign, which haftens to bring 
all this down to the French Affairs, and doubts 
not to maintain the Coherence.

Nor‘let any Partial Obferver think I willing- 
ly omit what relates to the Sufferings of the 
Protefants in Aungary, on-purpofe to leffen the 
charge againft their Enemies, fince I am will- 
ing to fuppofe them Greater, if pofhble, than 


they really are; and think all the Bxaggeratr 


ons that can be brought on that Head, will 
ferve but to blackem thofe I have: been already 
Treating, of, who brought it all on their own 
Heads, and the Heads of their Proteftant Bre- 
thren ; not by their taking up Arms, for that 1 
have declared my Opinion of already ; but by 
the want of Moderation in their Frofperity, and. 
accepting of fuch Conditions of Peace and Set- 
tlement, as the Emperor offered them at the 
Diet of Alremburgh, and afterward, by which 
the Election of their Kings wus to be fecur’d, the 
Laws of their Country rettor’d ; their Privileges, 
Royalties, and Honours, Confirm’d, and Re- 
ligion, with Liberty of Confcience, Settled ; 
nay, once the Emperor offered Count Teckely 
the Sovereignty of what he. Poffefs’d in Upper 
Hungary: But the Profpeét of greater things, 
the Power of the Jurks, the heighth of their Pro- 
fperity, and his particular Ambition blinded their 
Byes, that they could not open them to their 
own Safety. 

Fhe Truth of the Matter is, They never i- 
magin’d fuch a turn of Affairs, and fuch a 
Stream of Succefs tothe Emperor’s Affairs pof- 
fible; they look’d on the Opportunity they had 
but on the forefide, forgetting that Time is 
Bald ‘behind, and when once tlip’d paft, has 
nothing to lay hold on her by. 

They faw the Powerful Jurk, and the Weak 
Difordered Empire ; this their Ready, Strong, 
and Engag’d Friend, that a Remote and Con- 
temptible Enemy ; and never confider’d, that 
so pufh'at the Emperor’s Deftruétion, however 
Weak he might appear, would rovze Europe in 
his Defence, and Engage all the Powers of Chri- 
ftendom againft them. 

Thus thefe unhappy People, blinded by the 
Profpeét. of a Succefs they thought Certain, 
flipt the opportunity of fecuring their Laws, Li- 
beyty and Religion, the only things for-which 
they could have any juft Pretence of Arms, and 
fuffered themfelves either by Ambition, Re- 
venge, or Co\e.oufnefs,or perhaps all together, 
to be hurried into an Invafive War, a thing, as 
Subjeéts, they could never pretend to Juftity — 
All the Arguments from Right, Liberty, or Op- 
preffion, which can only make Arming againft 
a Prince Lawful, die and vanifh, when once they 


for the free Exercile of their Religion, and — 


move a ftep beyond the Settlemen 
ring of thofe juft Rights they Clai 
is all Blood, Rapine, Revenge, - 
Rebellion. — 

I cannot but think Liiave ftated 
clearly Here, and plac’d’ every thing upon | 
proper Foundation; I fhall willingly acknow: 
ledge aay Error\1 have-run into, or agy Mi- 
ftake either in Hiftory or Refleétion, when I | 
fhall be fairly Convince’d of it. — 

Having brought the Cafe thus far, and the 
Hungarians, whether Proteftants or other, ha- 
ving, made themfelyes.a. Party in an lnvative 
War } and being fairly Conquer’d by the Swor 
of the Emperor ; tho’ I Condole heartily with 
them in their Misfortunes, and am Sorry the 
Germans us’ their Vidtory with no more Mode- 
ration; yet I cannot in Reafon refed fo highly 
as fome do on the Emperor, for Treating them | 
fo Hi, fince by ihe Laws of-all Nations, they 
were at his Mercy, and merited to- be Treated 
3 Conquer’d Reb<ls, not lixe returning Sub- 
Ccrs. i"
